The Sugar Trust alone was able, through a 
press bureau and alert organizers around the 
country, to create a large demand for Cuban 
"reciprocity." The j»oint that the Protection- 
ist most effectively makes is the danger of 
opening up the whole schedule to changes, 
with the result of serious business disturbance.

The people have other things to think about 
juBt now. 

When Ida Takbki,l ha^ completed her "ex- 
position" of the "iuiiiuities" of our Protective 
Tariff Legislation, she might find material for 
an interesting chajiter showini^ how the Cob- 
den Club sought to control the Congressional 
elections in this country in 1880, by the ex- 
penditure of large sums of money, the subsidiz- 
ing of newspapers and the distribution of large 
quantities of free trade literature, to promote 
the redaction of oar protective duties for the 
benefit of British manafactarers. 



The phenomencm is world-wide. There is lit- 
tle room to donbt that the chief cause of it has 
been the onortnont prodaction of gotd. But, 
wbatevir tb« oalise, it is idl« to look' for It in 
any political action peculiar to this oountrj. 
And, to oome back to the main poittt, the rise 
of prices that has come about thr»&gh the ac- 
tion of ecODonic forces operating throughout 
the world and not set in motion bj the action 
of any Government cannot, withoat mischiev- 
ous confasiiHi of thought, be put into the same 
category with a deliljerate debasement of the 
monetary standard. — Baltimore News.

I reCKll otl« hotel down In the south- 
land which had ono of thp most primi- 
tive bills of fare In the world, writes 
K. E. Crossland. In the Chicago Trib- 
une. The colored boy appeared at the 
elbow of the guest morning, noon and 
night, and his simple Inquiry covered 
the entira ground: 
"How you laik ]POh 

Indeed, the 'aouth ittTU ^thlh the 
last decade, and la aphie spots still, 
(nmlahea the limit In the hotel line. I 
remember one evening In March down 
In Kentucky, 1 had driven 25 miles 
over mud roads, and, arriviuK at the 
hotel, which appeared tolerably com- 
fortable, I inquired if I could get a hot 
bath, and, to my delight, was Informed 
that I could. A flna rain, half snow, 
was falling and a high wind blowing. 
I went to*tha room, dierobed, and, 
throwing a bath robe around me. fol- 
lowed the negro boy down the corri- 
dor. Pretty soon we emerged on to a 
latticed back porch on the second 
story and hi a latticework that was 
covered with vines In midsummer 
stood a bathtub, into which the boy 
bad. dumped two bucketa of hot water. 

Tbe latticework vaa open, and even 
the flaring lamy, aisiUng aa tbe anow- 
flakaa atniek It, revealed m« to half 
the neighbors^ I gave ftp the luxtur 
of the bath and retreated In as good 
order aa possible. 

One of the oddest hotels I ever 
struck was up in the lumber district 
of uppri Micliiuan. 1 hit the town one 
electii ii iiiL'lu, iind found the place 
crowded with loggera from all up and 
down the river. There was one hotel, 
a small board affair. Tbe offlce and 
dining-room oce&pled one aide, the 
kitchen waa a leanto In the rear and 
one long bedroom extending along the 
entire side of the hotel completed the 
outfit A double row of cot beds with 
heads to the wall nia(l'> the fitrnlsli- 
Ings, and yet there was only about 
room enough for a third of tbe vla- 
itora In town to sleep. Along about 
nine o'clock I decided to retire, and 
the proprietor after looking me over 
curioualy and evidantty debating In- 
wardly, aaalgnad ana to a bed, and I 
turned In. - 

At mldnlKht every cot was filled 
and half the pickled log rollers were 
snoring, when, suddenly and without 
a trace of warning, every cot was 
overturned, the occupanta dumped on 
the floor. The sleepers arose, put on 
what clothes they bad removed before 
retiring and started out without com- 
ment. I was dased for a minute and 
then l>egan to kick to the boas, who' 
stood in the doorway and yelled: "All 
out!" 

"What the dickens does this mean?" 
I demanded, hotly. 

"First shift turning out," he ex- 
plained, and aa he did so a line of men 
marched in and retired, while those 
who bad slept in the first shift sljipped 
away to the hear by saloons. At three 
o'clock the second shift was dumped 
onto the fioor and at six, when the 
third ahift was dumped, I paid the 
boss one dollar extra to lat me tun in 
and sleep imti] ei(,-ht. 

In euriifi dayti. wlien I was selling 
farm machinery iu western Kaasaa, 1 
bii ii' k Kome queer hotels, but the odd- 
est ot all was owned and operated by 
a geniua named Riobarda ih a little 
village in Sheridan county, IS or 20 
miles from Hoxie. 

Richards was a queer character, 
and his specialty was invention. He 
had Invented more worthless things 
than any man in the country. Almost 
everything he iikkIc would work, but 
they all required more time and la- 
bor than tbe things he tried to im- 
prove on. HIa barn lot and barn, as 
well as his little one-story hotel, were 
filled with tbUisa he baJ inventad. 

He put me to bed In a small room, 
pei-Iiaps eight by ten, with one amall 
window, and one extremely narrow 
door. 1 noticed as lie showed nie into 
the room that tbe place seemed to 
have double walls. 

I retired. The night waa sultry and 
close, but after a time I fell aaleep. 
Sometime during the night I was 
awakened by a Jarring, a rumbling, 
and the thought flashed into my mind 
that a cyclone had struck ua.
